26 Years, Ago column: 
“Quite a little comedy could 
be written about Hongkong’s 
fire alarm aystem if one 
could only get hold of the *‘

“The idea of the'Govern- « 
ment in’: installing . them 
throughout the City about 
two years ago was to make 
it possible in case of fire for 
anyone to give immediate 
warning to.the fire brigade, 
the ringing of the bell in- 
dicating the locality of the 
outbreak, : 

“Qur information is that 
the system is more _ often 
‘out of order’ than otherwise, 
and practically useless. 

“While we applauded’ the 
Government’s action in in- 
troducing the system we did 
so inthe belief that the 
system would be as up to 
date as possible. 

“As ‘it happens we under- 
stand that owing to the 
overhead wires being fre- 
quently in contact, the 
'gyatem is much more 
‘ghmoyance than useful for 
the purpose for which it was 
inaugurated. | 

“The Government might 
look into the matter and as- 
certain whether the advan- 
tage of an underground Ays- 
tem of wires would justify 
the expense, or whether ‘it - 
would not be advisable to 
dispense with the fire alarm 
system altogether. 

“To our way of thinking 
the central district is now 
so well equipped with tele- 
phones that the fire alarm 
system is not required.
